Today, 
with the enhanced cost of coal, it has 
become a yital problem. Hitherto 
it has been, the custom to rely upon 
open chemical eA eedlioe: and 
te8ts of the heat value of the coal, 
but the engineer of a leading firm 
which buys about a quarter of-a mil- 
lion tons of coal every year for-vari- 
ous uses, confirms the suspicion that 
something more is needed before the 
most economical coal in each case 
can be determined. He has worked 
out a series of microscopic tests by

These ‘three 
pens also were the three highest egg 
layers in the Dominion. Each pen 
contains ten birds.

on the table. They used to have a brand of sora biscuits in those days in 
Toronto boarding houses that I have hot.seen since. They were better 
than dog bisoults but with not so much snap, My contemporeries will all 
remember them. A great many of the leading barristers and professional 
men of Toronto were fed on them. 

In the life we ‘led we had practically no opportunities for association 
on a large scale, no common rooms, no reading rooms, nothing. We never 
saw the magazines,—personally I didn’t even know the names of them. 
Tho only interchange of ideas we ever got waa by going over to the Caer 
Howell Hotel on University Avenue and interchanging them there. 

I mention these melancholy details not for their own sake but merely 
to emphasize the point that when I speak of students’ dormitories, and the 
larger life which they offer, I speak of what I know. . 

If we had had at Toronto, when I was g student, the kind of dormi- 
tories and dormitory life that they have at Harvard, I don’t think I would 
ever have graduated. I'd have (“en there still. 

~» The trouble is that the Universities on our Continent are only just 
waking up to the idea of what a University should mean, were, 
very largely, instituted and organized with the {dea that # untversity was a 
place where young men were sent to absorb the contents of books and to 
listen to lectures in the classrooms. The student was pictured as a pallid 
creature, burning what was called the “midnight oll,” his wan face bent 
over his desk. If you wanted to do something for him you gave him a 
book; if you wanted to do something really large on his behalf you gave 
him a whole basketful of them. If you wanted to go still further and be a 
rea) benefactor to the College at large, you endowed a competitive scholare 
at 7 set two or more pallid students working themselves to death 
o get it, 

That, as I see it, was about the idea and theory of the Canadian Uni- 
veraities as they used to be. In the course of time and through the plain 
teaching of circumstances, we have been getting away from that idea. We 
are beginning to see that the text book and the class room are but a part 
of the student's life. If they are taken by themselves, in undiluted doses, 
{hey probably do more harm than good. They not only injure the students” 
health but they impair his mind. True education cannot be achieved after 
this fashion, by shovelling in information. The most that this can ever 
give is erudition and pedantry, never capacity and genuine acquirement. 
The typical product of it is the college pedant possessed of a stpmach-full 
of fact but with a mind the size of a peanut and the outlook of a child. 

The real process of education consists (as the derivation of the word 
implies) in bringing out ef the mind the inborn capacity that is in it I 
think that Horace said something of this sort before. But there is no 
harm in saying it over again. 

Since the melancholy days of which I speak, I have had the experience 
of nearly a quarter of a century of post graduate work and of university 
teaching. It is a noble profession, and, with the continued. aid of the 
Governors of McGill University, I hope to have another quarter of a century 
of it at least before I hang-tp my mortar board and sink into the arms of 

e trustées of the Carnegie Petision Fund.-’ But=r'a ‘collegé teacher I 

ve long since realized that thé most that the teacher, as such, can do 
for the student is a very limited matter. The real thing for the student: 
is’ the life and environment that surrounds him. All that he really ‘learns. 
he learns, in a sense, by the active operation of his own intellect and not 
as the passive recipient of lectures. And for this agtive operation what 
he needs most is the continued and intimate contact with his fellows., 
Students must live together and eat together, talk-and smoke together. 
Experience shows that that is how their minds really grow. And they: 
must live together in a rational and comfortable way. They must eat Ina 
big dining room or hall, with oak beams across the ceilfig, and the stained 
glass in the windows and with ashield or tablet here and there upon the wall, 
to remind them between times of the men who went before them and left a 
name worthy of the memory of the college. If.a student is to get from his 
College what {t ought to give him, a college dormitory with the life in 
common that !t brings, is-his absolute right. A university that fails to 


‘give it to him {s cheating him, 


If I were founding a University,—and I say it with all the seriousness 
of which I am capable (just think of that), I would found first a smoking 
room; then when I had a little more money in\ hand I would found a der- 
tory; then after that, or more properly with that, a decent reading room 
and a library. After that, ir I still had money over that I couldn't use, I 
would hire a professor and get some text books. 

We are conducting a zampaign,—just now to raise, or lift five million 
dollars for McGill University. I have a notion that we are going to get if. 
And it {s the duty of those of us who are in the University to show to our 
generous friends outside what {it is that we mean to do with it when 
we bave it. 

To my mind the greatest of all our needs !s the building of college 
dormitories to supply to our students a wider college life than we can 
leive them now. There ts no nobler object of benefaction than this, 
There is no better way to perpetuate an honoured name or to cherish 
the memory of one who is lost than that the name and memory should

(The Great War brought-about many developments and revealed many 
hitherto unsuspected powers in Canada. This Dominion was discovered 
as being capablé of wielding a military strength attd prowess undreamed 
of by itself or any other people. It demonstrated its ability to produce 
munitions of war on a scale of great magnitude. Even under adverse con- 
ditions, its productive capacity in all directions was shown to be almost 
beyond measure when all its people willed to sacrifice, serve and work. 


But probably Canada’s most unexpected and amazing strength was re- 
vealed in its ability to finance itself even under the enormous ob‘igations 
and expenditures which, war forced upon it... Before the war, Canada was a 
borrowing ,nation, ahd a borrowing vation on a large scale.. .The idea of 
Canada raising from among its own people the money necessary to carry 
on government and the large expenditures required for development pur- 
poses of a national character never suggested itself to the-Canadian people. 
Federal and Provincial Governments, municipalities and large corporations 
were content to float their bonds and selltheir debentures in Great Britain 
and the United States. és 


The Great War changed all this. At the outset, Canada borrowed 
from Great Britain; later it borrowed from the United’ States. During the 
last three years of the war, however, Canadians themselves supplied their 
Government with all ‘the monty it required and a sufficient amount over 
and above its requirements to enable it to grant credits to Great Britain and 
other countries. Year after year the Canadian people furnished the Do- 
minion Government with sums far in excess of the total of Canada’s national 
debt before the war. 


This not only contributed greatly to Canada’s strength during the war, 
but since. Tens of millions of dollars which otherwise would have been 
drained out of the Dominion in interest payments have been distributed 
among our own people. The cutting of-interest bearing coupons has be- 
come a commonplace in homes all over the country. 


What was proven to be good policy for the Dominion as a whole is 
being recognized throughout the Prairie Provinces of Canada as good pol- 
icy for this western country; hence we find that the Governments of Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta have all devised schemes whereby those of 
their people who have money to invest may lend it to their respective Gov- 
ernments on gilt-edged security and these Governments re-lend it to those 
of their people who are in need of money for development and productive 
purposes within the Province. As a result, not only ‘is Western money 
kept in the West, and interest payments thereon earned by Western peo- 
ple, but the money is put to work in the West to further, its development 
and increase its prosperity. And Governments are placed in funds without 

. being *ebligedao go solely to Eastern.and to- foreign markets and remit 
large sums in interest payments to points outside the Province. 

Nor is this healthy development, this adding offinancial strength and 
independence to the West, being confined to Provincial araia tie 
Municipalities are appealing to their own citizens and ratepayers to become 
the holders of municipal debentures. A gratifying measure of success is 
attending these efforts—Regina being a notable example where several 
municipal bond issues have been fully subscribed for by its own Citizens. 

As a matter of historgeal fact, even before the Dominion Government 
adopted the policy of floating popular Victdty Loans, the Government of 
Saskatchewan had inaugurated the policy of going to its own people to pro- 
vide the money necessary to-carry through its Farm Loans plan, and in its 
appeal upwards of one million dollars was received. Then the Dominion 
Victory Loans were inaugurated and: the Saskatchewan Government with-

program of the Canadian Red Cross 
Society and to establish closer con- 
tact between it and the league. 

Having just arrived from/ Europe, 
Mr. Brown was able to give the Can- 
adian Red Cross some first hand in- 
formation boncerning the people of 
Europe. He called attention particu- 
larly to the condition Of fhe children, 
so many of whom are now orphans, 
While the exact number who have 
lost one or both parents during the 
war cannot be determined, the most 
conservative cstimate places~ ‘the 
number at over ten millions., This 
number seems quite consistent with 
the heavy war casualties among so 
many nations. 

The condition of these children is 
in mpst cases very pitiable. Many 
of them have no homes and they are 
dependent upon whosoever may be 
charitable and kind enough to help 
them. But there are few who are 
able to give suclr help, for the mass 
of the people of Poland, Galicia, parts 
of Roumania, Czecho-Slovakia, Jugo- 
Slavia, and other countries are so 
poor that they haye not necessaries 
for themselves. Consequently in the 
great area between the Baltic, the 
Black and the Adriatic Seas, there 
are millions of children who face the 
next few years, and particularly the 
coming winter, without hope of de- 
cent food and\care unless outside as- 
sistance is given.them. The vitality 
of these children is already low on 
account of their having been depriv- 
ed of fats, milk and sugar when they 
most needed them, and they are there- 
fore very susceptible to children dis- 
eases@particularly rickets. 

In addition to the unhappy condi- 
tion of the children the adult popula- 
tions are in the direst of misery on 
account of disease. Suffering has 
been accentuated by lack of food and 
clothing, nursing and medical atten- 
tion, and_ tuberculosis, smallpox, 
typhus and dysentry are “continuing 
unchecked. - 

Typhus, which has so often proved 
a scourge and menace to: the human 
race, is again prevaltnt, and unless 
checked will most likely extend its 
ravages to an alarming degree. 

For these urgent reasons, Mr. 
Brown said, the League of Red Cross 
Societies Has made an earnest appeal 
to the people of the British Empire

New York.—One of the most 
tory stands recorded for Senator 
Warren G, Harding, for president, 
and for a Republican fongre ss. 
Defeat in their fight both for the 
presidency and Congress was con- 
ceded early by Democratic national 
Leaders op the basis of the increas- 
ing Republican vote. With the presi- 
dency and congress went loss to the

didates. The break even threatened 
the border states hitherto “solid 
south,” with Republican gains in some 
southern states larger than any since 
the civil war. : 

Senator Harding’s victory over 
Democratic leaders, which many Re- 
publicans hailed as the “solemn 
referendum” upon the League 
Nations, was impressive. The re- 
sults presage a larger majority in the 
electoral college for Senator Harding 
and his running mate, Governor 
Coolidge, of Massachusetts, than any 
since 1888; except alone the vote of 
435 for President Wilson in 1912 dur- 
ing the Republican “split.” 

The Republican congressional 
swing was as strong, increased major- 
itics in both Senate and House being 
marked up. 

The first trial of woman suffrage 
contributed largely to the Repub‘ican 
majorities and also was a factor in 
dclaying the count in many states. 
The millions of women’s ballots also 
swelled the popular vote recorded be- 
yond all records. 

Scnator Harding accepted his vic- 
tory without exultation, stating that 
he was “more-given to praye: to God 
to make me capable of playing my 
part.”

‘Increase The Penalties 


The department of the attorney 
general with much effort and great ex- 
pense and organization makes a suc 
cessful raid upon certain portions of 
the province where the license law is 
not well enforced and convicts a cer- 
tain number of men. The offenders 
are punished to the extent of paying a 
fine which amounts to the profits of a 
couple of days illicit business. 

The municipal authorities realizing 
that the law is not well enforced co- 
operate with the department of the 
attorney-general and succeed in con- 
victing a number of bootleggers of 
the offence of illicit Hquor selling. 
The courts impose a fine which totals 
a few hundred dollars. The offenders 
are somewhat peeved about it, but pro- 
ced with the evil game. 

That is the situation. Unless the 
offence of liquor selling is made mach 
heavier, we are nt likely to get very 
far in the enforcement of the act. A
